* The Nationar Association of Portrait 
Painters has come into its own. It has 
graduated from various Fifth Avenue 
gallerie;^, and arrived at the Fine Arts 
Building, ^which is exactly where it be- 
longs, ^slnce it is a first cousin to the 
National Academy. The exhibition, which 
' opens to-day in . the Vanderbilt Gallery, 
215 West 57th Street, offers the members 
an: opportunity to show their work with 
ample space and good light. Although 
the Association >does not represent the 
portrait painting ability of the country, 
it has been strengthening its member^ 
ship until its friends are becoming op- 
timistic; but if they should look at 
the efforts numbered in the catalogue 
13, 14, 15, 16. 20, and several others of 
like calibre, perhaps friendly optimism 
would take a violent slump. 

‘ Very different from the general neu- 
tral tone of the exhibition is the effect 
* pf such a work 'as the portrait of a negro 
nurse and’ two' children by George Bel- 
lows. If a formula should ever be di^-

has any relation to an interpretation of

V ical and human, which can. not be fully 
j solved by brilliant dexterify, by delib- 
! erately forced painting, and insistently 
f . striking contrast.s. One is bound to ask, 
1*1! he stays long enough in front of this 
\ portrait to catch his breath, whether it 

ends in being merely vastly clever ex- 
•aggeration, or whether it goes deeper. 

• ; Obviously Mr. Bellows had no time for 
petty details; but simplicity, unfortu- 
nately, is not always attained by the 
.mere sweeping away of irrelevancies. 
That process can also lead to emptiness, 
unless something else happens. The artist 
i fully appreciated the' fact that the por- 
trait, was finally intended for a large* 
room, where Inciden tally ^th ere are many

' ■ Mr. Robert Henri has sent two paint- 
ings, one a portrait of Emma Goldman. 
Those who are hot clear in their minds 
. upon the subject of anarchy, and,, not 
being clear, have bad dreams about 
nihilists, will be greatly relieved by look- 
ing at this portrait. It is the mildest 
work that Mr. Henri ever painted. 

.Another 'artist who, like those already 
mentioned, might be expected to have sent 
work far from the madding whirl of fash- 
ionable portraiture, is George Luks. For 
once Mr. Luks is not an enlivening con- 
; tributor, There^ is more art in any one 
of the sparkling little notes that he has 
sent to the . adjacent exhibition of the 
Newf'.York Water Color Club, than in 
both of -his gravy-colored portraits.

The Water Color Club dccupies the- 
south and middle galleries at the Fino 
Arts Building. In the big north gal- 
lery the National Association ' of 
Portrait Painters holds its fifth annual 
exhibition. It raisea an interesting 
question. What is portraiture ? Is it 
a means of evading a visit to the! 
photographer or is it a form of art? 
What are the opportunities — and re- 
sponsibilities — of the portrait paint- 
er? The masters, past and present, 
have regarded the opportunity to puint 
a portrait as one of the greatest with- 
in their reach, and you find all of 
them — Titian, Raphael, Holbein, Rem- 
brandt, Velasquez, Gainsborough, 
Reynolds, Ingres, Degas, Besnard, Sar- 
gent — holding themselves, in the exe- 
cution of a portrait, to the severest 
discipline. No resource is too rich or 
too obscure to be drawn upon in the 
painting of a portrait, but if there, is 
one which,' more than another, may be 
said to make ' pof^traiture one of the 
great creative arts it is the element of 
design. And it is recognition of this 
fact which makes the exhibition of the 
National Association of Portrait 
Painters a terribly melancholy thing. 

There is a point of view from wh'ch 
the show may be observed with all 
the arpiability in the world. Are the 
likenesses persuasive? Is the tech- 
nique air right? Are the decorative 
requirements kept fairly in mind? 
These' questions may be favorably an- 
swered,: and, if we apply a further, far 
piore important, test, seeking the ex- 
pression of an Interesting tempera- 
ment, something akin to style, we shall 
not be utterly disappointed. The gem 
of the exhibition is Mr. Weir’s “Colo- 
nel C. E. S. Wood.” The subject o:‘ 
this portrait is the man who was Olln 
Warner’s friend, made a reniark- 
able collection of his works, and put 
the country in his debt by sending it 
to the San Francisco exhibition.
